Assailants Stepped From 
Behind Tree — Victim 
Was Riding on North Ca- 
rolina Estate.

WAYNESVILLE, N. C., Sept. 25. 
—A mountain man’s grudge against 
the wealthy Hasterner was said by 
officers today to have led to the 
killing of Thomas Price, 65-year- 
old railway executive of New York. 

Riding horseback along a trail 
on his 1200-acre estate near here 
with two mountaineers yesterday 
afternoon, Price, secretary of the 
Union Pacific Railroad was halted 
by several men. In the burst of 


gunfire that followed Price was 
shot to death and his friends were 
wounded. 

Shortly afterward Dewey Potter, 
30 years old, surrendered here and 
was quoted as saying he shot Price. 
His brother, Clarence, 35, and Eric 
Ledford, 22, came to town with him 
and were also held. Wayne Potter, 
Dewey's 14-year-old son, joined 
them in jail today after he was 
said to have admitted being a mem- 
ber of his father’s party. 

Fined $5 for Hunting. 

Last Saturday Potter, who lived 
at an abandoned mining property 
next to the Price estate as caretak- 
er, was fined $5 in a Magistrate’s 
court for hunting without permis- 
gion on the New Yorker’s estate. 
Officers said this trouble was 
thought to lie behind the shooting. 

Potter, who was said to be plan- 
ning a self-defense plea, said the 
fatal quarrel arose when he or- 
dered Price from the mining com- 
pany’s lands. 

Price's companions were Airge 
Williams and Charlie Buchanan. 
Williams was shot in the thigh and 
wounded seriously, physicians said, 
but will recover. Buchanan's 
wounds were minor. 

Price was shot in the chest by 
either a rifle or a pistol, while 
Williams and Buchanan received 
shotgun slugs, officers said. 

Officers said Potter asserted he 
had no companions but both Wil- 
liams and Buchanan said several 
men, including Potter, halted them. 


Appears From Behind Tree. 


Potter appeared suddenly from 
behind a tree about 50 paces from 
them, Buchanan said, and ordered 
Price to turn about on the trail. 
Before he could comply, Buchanan 
told officers, there were shots and 
the assailants fled. 


Price’s horse bolted, throwing 
him and he died before aid could 
be brought from his lodge three 
miles away. 


The New Yorker was well known 
in this section, where he had vis- 
ited for more than 20 years. He 
had assisted many mountain youths 
in securing an education, main- 
tained a circulating library for his 
neighbors and helped = support 
schools and churches. A large 
stock of medical supplies was kept 
by him for use among the poor. 

A native of Wrexham, Wales, 
Price had come to America as a 
boy and worked his way up in the 
Union Pacific. At the time of his 
death he was a director of several 
companies, most of them affiliated 
with the Union Pacific. 

Mrs. Price, the former Miss Ester 
A. Kilbrun of South Urange, N. J., 
where the pair once lived, had re- 
turned to New York from the es- 
tate last week. Price’s body was 
to be taken to New York today for 
burial,

Markets Are 
One reason for a quick accord on 
the flue cured agreement is that 
tobacco markets in North Carolina 
and South Carolina reopened today. 
They were closed by orders of the 
Governors because of wide-spread 
dissatisfaction with prices for flue 
cured. 
The proposal to pay 17 cents a 
pound was part of a plan offered 
by S. Clay Williams, president of R. 
J. Reynolds Tobacco Co., at hear- 
ings last Friday to discuss a trade 
scheme proposed by the Govern- 
ment. 
Williams opposes the Government 
plan on the ground that it would 
extend Federal control over his 
company and companies he repre- 
sented. His alternative proposed 
that the agreement to pay 17 cents 
a pound for tobacco he predicated 
on letting the tobacco manufactur- 
ers handle their own business af- 
fairs in their own way.

Christ Nicola Gitcho, in whose 
grocery in Madison August Luer 
was held by his kidnapers for two 
“hours after being seized in his Al- 
ton home the night of July 10, de- 
nied on the witness stand at Ed- 
wardsville today that he had any 
guilty knowledge of the abduction. 

Gitcho, second of six defendants 
charged with the Luer kidnaping to 
take the stand, asserted that Ran- 
dol Eugene Norvell, former part- 
ner in the Mounds Club gambling 
house, obtained the use of Gitcho's 
store ostensibly as a meeting piace 
for some fellow gamblers. 

“Monday night (July 10) I was 
called from my bed by Norvell,” 
Gitcho said in accents distinctly 
tinged by his Greek nativity. “He 
said, ‘We’ve got our man. Keep 
shut up or you'll be killed.’ 

“He came back again in about an 
hour. He said, ‘Who is that old 
fellow sleeping in there?’ (meaning 
the night watchman, who had been 
found unexpectedly in the building 
after Luer had been taken to the 
basement). 

“He made me get dressed and go 
down to the store and made me 
look around and see if there was

any law around there. I went into 
the building and came out and told 
Norvell the watchman was asleep. 
Norvell was sitting in his car with 
‘a stranger. ’ 

He Runs Home. 

“He told me to get the watch- 
man out, I went into the building. 
There was a man there holding 
‘another man. They were on the 
stairway. I went downstairs to 
open the basement door and that 
man told me to watch the man 
with the tape on his eyes. But I 


opened the door and ran out and} 


went home as fast as I could.” 

. Gitcho said he knew none of his 
fellow defendants, prior to his ar- 
‘rest, except Norvell, whom he met 
in 1927. In subsequent years, he 
said, Norvell sometimes kept liquor 
in a room in rear of the Gitcho 
store, and bought large quantities 
of sugar from Gitcho, presumably 
for moonshining. At one time, he 
“said, Norvell owed him a $3000 su- 
gar bill. 

Gitcho was followed on the wit- 
ness stand by his 19-year-old 
daughter, Jessie, who told of her 
father leaving the house for about 
20 minutes on the night Luer was 
kidnaped, Prior to leaving a man 
had awakened him and talked to 
‘him for a time, she said. 

Nick Moshko, a Croatian who 
required the services of the inter- 
preter, testified that he was in the 
building the night Luer was 
brought there by the _ kidnapers. 
Moshko, who was the watchman 
mentioned by Gitcho, said he saw 
an old man in the building, appar- 
ently Luer, but after seeing him 
went back to the bed provided for 
him in the building by Gitcho. 

What Norvell Said. 

Norvell, who admitted Friday 
that he was a participant in the 
kidnaping and implicated all five of 
his fellow defendants, had testified 
he obtained use of Gitcho’s store 
after telling the grocer a kidnaped | 
man was to be hidden there. 

In his testimony in chief, Norvell 
declared Mrs, Lillian Chessen point- 
ed out Luer as a desirable victim 
and that her husband was present 
during conferences on the kidnap- 
ing. He asserted that Percy Mi- 
chael Fitzgerald, ex-convict, was 
One of the kidnapers for whom he, 
Norvell, drove the automobile when 
Luer was seized, and told how after. 
Luer was taken from Gitcho’s place 
he was lodged in a cellar on the 
farm of Mike Musiala, also a de- 
fendant. 

Norvell, recalled for further cross- 
examination in the forenoon, stuck

‘Games Conflict With Civil 
Law and Spirit of Church’ 
and ‘Savor of Commer- 
cialized Gambling.’

Further sponsorship by Catholic 
parishes of lotto games for cash, 
prizes is forbidden by Archbishop 


Glennon in a letter to pastors and 
superiors of religious institutions 
which was read in all churches yes- 
terday. 

The Archbishop declared’ the 
games “conflict with the civil law 
and the spirit of the Church, and 
in form savor of commercialized 
gambling.” He wrote that he found 
particularly objectionable the prac- 
tice of offering cash prizes and 
the advertising of lotto games by 
signs on church grounds, which 
practices he characterized as “un- 
worthy.” He also prohibited tele- 
phone solicitation for sale of tick- 
ets or subscriptions for any cause. 

The communication was headed 
“Circular Letter to the Pastors and 
to the Superiors of Religious In- 
stitutions in the Diocese.” The text 
follows: 

“Reports and evidence have come 
to us in recent months of violations 
of the diocesan statutes, particular- 
ly .the statute which forbids lotto 
games on Sunday. We beg to ad- 
vise that this statute must be strict- 
ly observed. 

“People are entitled to wholesome 
recreation and legitimate amuse 
ment but there are certain features

For a 
time he was assistant instructor of 
practical military engineering at 
West Point. 

He was chief army engineer in 
the Philippines in 1898. He also 
served in Cuba under Major-Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood. From 1901 un- 
til 1908 he did observation work in 
the Panama Canal Zone.

Henry Suzzallo,. president of the, 
Carnegie Foundation for Advance- 
ment of Teaching and former presi- 
dent .of the University of Washing- 
ton, died at the Seattle General Hos- 
pital at 1:18 a. m. today from a 
heart attack. He was 58 years old. 

Dr. Suzzallo, who was taken to 
the hospital on his arrival here a

He was president of 
the University of Washington from 
1915 until 1926, when he was dis- 
missed after Roland H. Hartley, 
then Governor of Washington, re- 
moved the board of regents and 
appointed new members to the 
board. The ouster followed a long 
series of disputes over university 
administration and financing. 
Developed University, Then Lost 

His Job in Fight Over Expan- 

sion Program. 

Dr. Henry Suzzallo was born in 
San Jose, Cal., Aug. 22, 1875. Grad- 
uating from the State Normal 
School at San Jose in 1895, he re- 
ceived his bachelor’s degree from 
Leland Stanford University in 
1899, his master’s degree from Co- 
lumbia University in 1902 and his 
Ph. D. in 1905. 

During these years lack of money 
frequently forced him to give up 
his studies and in the interims he 
filled various educational positions. 
He was principal of an elementary 
schoo] at Alameda, Cal., deputy su- 
perintendent of schools at San 
Francisco and instructor in educa- 
tion at Leland Stanford. - After re- 
ceiving his doctor’s degree he be- 
came professor of the philosophy of 
education at Columbia, a chair he 
retained until 1915, when he was 
elected president of the University 
of Washington. 

Dr. SuzzA&llo first attained na- 
tional prominence with his work in 
educational sociology. His success 
in that direction was largely  re- 


dent of the University of Washing- 
ton. 
Career at University of Washington 

Soon after he assumed his duties, 
the university began catering be, 
the needs of the Pacific Northwest 
and Alaska, opening new lines of 
research for the benefit of those 
sections. There was established the 
college of fisheries, the first of its 
kind in the Western Hemisphere, 
and for many years one of the only 
two in the world. The college of 
mines was developed to serve the 
growing coal and ceramics indus- 
tries, and the college of forestry co- 
operated actively with lumbering, 
the largest industry in the State. 

The efforts of Dr. Suzzallo to 
make the University of Washington 
a bigger and better institution re- 
suited in his dismissal in 1926, 
When he became president the uni- 
versity had an enrollment of 2000 
and attracted little attention out- 
side the Sjate of Washington. Dr. 
Suzzallo inaugurated a program of 
development which eventually 
placed Washington among the 
leading universities of the country. 
Its enrollment had increased to 
7000. at the time he left the presi- 
dency. 

In 1926, the biennial program of 
the university, providing for con- 
tinued development, was opposed 
by the’ State administration. Dur- 
ing the controversy that ensued Dr. 
Suzzallo was dismissed. In oust- 
ing him, however, the board of re- 
gents, which was appointed by the 
Governor, praised his work as an 
educator and gave him credit for 
developing the university. 

* " Heads Carnegie Board. 
Shortly after that Dr. Suzzalio 
was named chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Carnegie Foun- 
dation for the Advancement of 
Teaching, of which he had been 
a member since 1919. Before en- 
tering upon that work he took a 
long vacation and then accepted 
an assignment as emissary for the 
Carnegie Foundation for Interna- 
tional Peace. : 

During the war Dr. Suzzalio 
served as chairman of the Wash-

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LIVERIGHT, BOOK 
PUBLISHER, DIES 
FROM PNEUMONIA 


One of Founders of ‘Mod- 
ern Library’ Series, Play 
Producer and Fighter 
Against Censorship. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. %—Horace 
B. Liveright, book publisher, died 
yesterday at his home of pneumo- 
nia. He suffered an attack of 
bronchitis and the pneumonia de- 
veloped two weeks ago. He was 
49 years old. : 

With Albert Boni in 1917 he 
founded the “Modern Library,” a 
popular series of moderately-priced 
reprints. He was called the first 
publisher to take an active interest 
in Eugene O'Neill, and he lent en- 


couragement to Theodore Dreiser, 

Ernest Hemingway, Ben Hecht and 
others. 

Of recent years he devdted much 
of his interest to producing plays, 
and in 1930 severed his connection 
with his publishing firm. Among 
the plays he presented were “An 
American Tragedy” and “Dracula. 

He fought censorship and en- 
gaged in more than one skirmish 
with John S. Sumner abe Society 

or the Suppression of Vice.

Born at Osceola Mills, Pa. 

He was born in Osceola Mills, 
Pa. He was educated in Philadel- 
phia schools. He became an office 
boy for a Philadelphia broker and 
later a successful securities ékecu- 
tive in New York. But his real 
passion was literature, and he 
turned to publishing. 

He married Miss Lucile Elsas of 
New York in 1911. They had two 
children, Herman and Lucy. In 
1926 he let it be known publicly 
that he was teaching his children 
the facts of life by standing be- 
fore them, nude, with their mother, 
also nude. Addressing a social gath- 
ering at the home of Mrs. Morris 
Rosenwald in Chicago, Liveright 
said: 

“A New York State Senator ap- 
proached me one day and said: ‘I 
understand that you and your wife 
permit your children to view you 
without clothes on and advise them 
on sex matters.’ I admitted the 
indictment. . ‘ 

“If our children ask us about 
the facts of life and we deny the 
responsibility, then we throw our 
children far back and they will get 
the facts in a horribly distorted 
way from sources that we abhor. 
I am not for licensed freedom, but 
true and honest freedom.” | 

Liveright and his wife were di- 
vorced in 1928. In 1931 he mar- 
ried Elise Bartlett Porter, actress, 
former wife of Joseph Schildkraut, 
actor, but they were separated five 
months after their marriage. 

Many Activities. 

Among Liveright’s theatrical ven- 
tures were “The Firebrand,” in 
1924, and the much-discussed ‘“‘Ham- 
let in Modern Dress” in 1925. He 
was president of the Stonelea Play- 
ers, the Authors’ Royalties Com- 
mission and in 1924 led a fight 
against Justice Ford's “Clean 
Books Bill” on the ground that it 
called for a too strict censorship. 

Liveright was a frequent con- 
tributor to periodicals with arti- 
cles on various aspects of literary 
life and was a speaker and de- 
bater on the drama and letters. 

Recently he had begun writing 
a volume tentatively entitled “The 
Turbulent Years,” in which he ‘had 
planned to set down some of the 
dramatic highlights of his life. 

In addition to his children by 
his first marriage, Liveright is sur- 
vived by his mother, Mrs. Henry 
Liveright; two brothers, Otto K. 

and Alfred M. Liveright, of Cleaf- 
field, Pa, and two sisters, Miss 
Ada and Miss Caroline Liveright.

Made af Heat-Treated Aluminum

CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—A “rail- 
plane” car designed to carry pas-| 
sengers over railroad tracks at a 
speed of-90 miles an hour was an- 
nounced yesterday by the Pullman 


Car & Manufacturing Corporation. 

Sixty feet long and with seating 
capacity for 50 persons, the car is 
manufactured of a heat-treated 
aluminum alloy weighing one-third| 
as much as steel. The car weighs 
only 25,000 pounds. 

Shaped like a bullet, with both 
ends rounded, the car is built to 
cut down air resistance to the low- 
est point.

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WHAT ABOUT WINNETKA? : 

Perhaps Mr. Egan, in his interesting series of ad- 
vertisements, will get around to Winnetka, Ill., and 
explain to pupils in the public utility cldss some puz- 
zling things about that charming Chicago suburb. 
Despite the fact that it is the home of many 
wealthy and rugged individualists, Winnetka is a 
hotbed of'‘socialistic projects.

A BUILDER OF THE NEW ST. LOUIS. 
The monumental buildings of St. Louis are the 
record of John Lawrence Mauran’s impress on this 
community. An architect here for a third of a cen- 
tury, his conception of structural appropriateness and 
beauty went into the Municipal Auditorium, the Tele- 
phone building, the Federal Reserve bank, the Rail- 
way Exchange building and the rising Federal build- 
ing, to mention only a few of the structures for 
whose design he was responsibie wholly or in large 
part. 
Not until the Memorial Plaza is fully realized can 
St. Louis appreciate the true fineness of Mr. Mauran’s 
services as president of the Plaza Commission. In 
recent years his chief concern was the transforma- 
tion of that now removed huddle of poorly-kept byild- 
ings into an inspiring civic center.

Is the March a Retreat ? 


Public Ownership League Secretary questions figures used by Union Electric to indi- 
cate that public ownership of utilities is waning; points out that, while there are 
fewer public power plants than five years ago, the decrease in private plants is 
five times as great; cites utilitics’ pressure against- public ownership’ movement. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
EFERRING to the advertisements 
which the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. is running in your St. Louis 
papers, particularly to the first advertise- 
ment entitled “The ‘March’ of Municipal 
Ownership is a Retreat”: 

The statements made by you to the ef- 
fect that “7000 cities and -towns have gone 
into the utility business,” and that “senti- 
ment for public ownership of utilifies is 
rapidly gaining throughout the country,” 
are absolutely correct. The actual figures 
are, for 1932, 7853 municipally-owned wa- 
terworks; and, for 1927, according to the 
last census report, 2198 municipal light 
plants. In addition to this, there are sev- 
eral municipally-owned street car lines, not- 
ably in Detroit, San Francisco and Seattle. 
There are also some 200 municipally-owned 
gas plants. So that the total is well over 
the figure that you mention. In fact, there 
are at least 10,000 cities, towns and villages 
in the United States that own one or more 
of their utilities, many of them owning two 
and several three or more. 

So that Mr. Egan’s statement ‘to the ef- 
fect that more than 5000 of the utilities 
which are municipally-owned are not elec- 
trical systems at all is, of course, quite true, 
The facts are as stated above. :

Now, as to the claim that 527 commu- 
nities have given up municipal ownership 
and, therefore, that the march is a retreat: 
In the first place, Mr. Egan’s figures are 
incorrect. There is no dependable author- 
ity for the figures which he uses. For ex- 
ample, Mr. Egan says that there were 2389 
municipally-owned electrical utilities in 
1927. The United States Census for 1927, 
gives 2188. Mr. Egan’s figures in this re 
spect are off by 191. Mr. Egan claims that, 


in 1932, there were only 1862. Where does 
she get these figures? 


The United States 
Census figures are not yet available. : 

As a matter of fact, there are no depend- 
able and authoritative figures available on 
this point, Mr.  Egan’s statement is either 
his own guess in the matter, or possibly. 
he may have based his estimate on data 
published by the Institute for Research in 
Land Economics, and Public Utilities. It 
claims that in December, 1932, there were 
1885 municipal plants. But in its statement 
which appears in the May, 1931, issue of the 
Journal of Land and Public Utilities Econ- 
nomics, it admits that its figures do not 
coincide with those of the Ufited States” 
Census, and that many of the public proj- 
ects have been omitted. This publication 
makes out that there has been a net decline 
in municipal owpership plants during the 
last five years of 539. Perhaps Mr. Egan 
bases his figures on their authority. A

Now, according to the findings of the 
Federal Trade Commission, this institute

ly true. This is indicated by the fact that, 
even in the preceding period of five years, 
namely from 1922 to 1927, there had been a 
slight decrease in the NUMBER of muni- 
cipal plants. That decrease may have con- 
tinued since 1927, at least for a year or two, 
although we do not have any authoritative 
or dependable data such as the United States 
Census report, to prove that this is true, or 
to indicate the exact extent to which the 
decrease if any, has gone.

To admit that there has been a slight re- 
cession in the number of municipally-owned 
light and power plants during the last five 
years, does not by any means justify the 
claim made by Mr. Egan and other prop- 
agandists of the power companies that mu- 
nicipal.ownership is on the wane or in re- 
treat. For, as I have shown, there has been 
a much greater decrease in. the number of 
private plants—five times as great in fact 
during the same period as there has in the 
municipals. So the percentage of municipal- 
ly-owned plants has increased in every peri- 
od since the beginning of the industry, and 
including even the last periéd of 1922 to 
‘1927. On the latter date, the per cent of 
municipal plants had risen to 50.7 of the 
whole. And this was almost exactly 10 per 
cent higher than it was five years before 
and it was at that time the highest it had 
ever been. ~ 

Furthermore, the growth of public owner- 
ship sentiment in the country is by no means 
accurately measured by the number of mu- 
nicipal plants that have been established or 
by the number that have been taken over 
by the private companies. Even Mr, Raver 
of the Institute for Research in Land Eco- 
nothics and Public Utilities, above referred 
to, points out that the interest in municipal 


‘ownership is “evidenced not only by the 


establishment of new municipally-owned en- 
terprises or acquisition of existing prop- 
erties, BUT ALSO BY THE ATTEMPTS AT 
OR AGITATIONS FOR MUNICIPAL OWN- 
ERSHIP.” When this is taken into consid- 
eration, no reasonable person will attempt 
to deny that within the last three or four 
years, and particularly during the last year, 
there has been a tremendous increase in 
public ownership sentiment.

During the past five or 10 years, the pri- 
vate companies, as is now well known and 
is definitely established by the findings of 
the Federal Trade Commission, have been 
resorting to every known méans and méth- 
od of breaking down, crippling and other- 
wise weakening existing municipal plants 
in their desperate efforts to acquire them 
and to block and, if possible, finally stop 
the municipal ownership _movement. —In 
some cases, as that of Paris, Tenn., these 
methods have been so desperate as to in- 
clude fraud, bribery and corruption of such 
a nature that the purchase of the plant by 
the private power companies was finally set

FEW days ago, when the incidence of 

new cases of encephalitis in St. Louis 
appeared to be narrowing, one of the offi- 
cials of the city’s Board of Health an- 
nounced that “we have broken the back of 
the epidemic.” Of course, “we” have con- 
tributed very little to the subsidence of the 
dread disease, and, probably, the speaker 
meant no more than that fewer cases of the 
sleeping malady seemed to be developing. 

The three men who have volunteered to 
submit to experiments designed to establish 
the method by which the disease is transmit- 
ted make no extravagant claims. Their 
names are not published and all that is 
known about them now is that they have 
allowed themselves to be bitten by insects 
which had: previously bitten “sleeping sick- 
ness” patients. Like a host of medical men 
and scientists before them, they are willing 
to take this great risk to assist in the dis- 
covery of information which may lead to 
a means of counteracting the: deadly germ. 

It is difficult to be temperate in comment 
upon such courage and disinterested nerve, 
Here is an act which commends the scien- 
tist to all of us, even to those who are 
tempted to demand a “holiday on science,” 
because the fruit of scientific researches 
sometimes emerges as a new and more 
deadly gas for use in war or a machine 
seemingly with no better purpose than to 
add to the roll of the unemployed. Actually, 
of course, the criticism ought to fall upon 
the rest of us, who are so remiss in turning 
the discoveries of science to decent end and 
the service, instead of the destruction, of 
man. 

Evidence like that from St. Louis of the 
heroism to which the quest for knowledge 
often leads men Of science might well take 
the curse off their fraternity, and perhaps 
even shame the rest of us into making some 
comparable sacrifices in utilizing new 
knowledge of nature to make the finer civ- 
ilization which science had made materially 
possible.

OLLYWOOD is its own loca- 
H tion these days, with three 
films simultaneously in process 
of telling the world about Holly- 
wood. :

REE-LANCE actors of Holly- 
wood—the players who get paid 
only when they work—are get- 
ting uneasy as they watch the big 
studios expand their contract lists. 
The search for “new talent” that 
Hollywood always talks about has 
gathered momentum as studios vie 
in. signing players, and the pay-me- 
when - I - work - but - give - me - 
work group “views it with alarm.” 
When a studio has a large con- 
tract list the expectation naturally 
is that it is going to-use those per- 
sons, who would be paid anyway, 
rather than hire outsiders. It 
doesn’t always work out that way. 
In fact, one of Hollywood's idiosyn- 
crasies has been its practice of ig- 
noring contract people and insisting 
on expensive outsiders. But with 
ampler contract groups, containing 
a larger assortment of talents, this 
habit might be forgotten. 


Producers for some time have 
been acting on the theory that 
“names” sprinkled liberally 
throughout a cast are an asset. The 
surplus “names” not only enhance 
boxoffice strength, but are a form 
of insurance against production 
hazards. 

It costs a studio money for each 
minute a star is before the camera, 
and seldom does the star appear 
alone in a scene. The quality of the 
supporting players is important. 
The star might be letter-perfect in 
his lines, give a splendid perform- 
ance, but if a cheap actor in the 
background muffs his bit, the scene 
has to be done again. So it pays, in

If the studios have such actors 
under contract, and moreover, make 
it a regular practice to interchange 
them freely on loans, it would fol- 
low that the ‘free-lance’s chance to 
get his finger in the pie is lessened 
considerably. 

Except for stars, players nowa- 
days often find themselves impor- 
tant in one film and subordinate in 
the next,

McCall’s 

laundry-laboratory at the Univer- 

sity of Nebraska has made scores 

of washing tests with silks, rayons 
and other synthetic fabrics. 

When in doubt whether anything 
will wash safely, wash an out-of- 
sight portion in warm soapy water. 
Then apply these tests: (a) If the 
colors “bleed” you will know that 
you must wash and dry the gar- 
ment quickly. (b) If the sample 
shrinks and refuses to stretch back 
to its original size when pressed, 
the garment will shrink, too. (c) 
If the washed sample feels thin 
and flimsy compared with the un- 
washed piece the garment will feel 
the same, because the material has 
been over-weighted or badly sized. 

Silk and synthetic fabrics should 
be soaked because they absorb 
moisture readily. If the water in 
which they are soaked (or washed) 
becomes dirty and they are allowed 
to remain in it, they will absorb 
the dirt along with the moisture. 
This is what makes silk look gray 
and dingy. 

Most crepes and synthetic fabrics 
should be removed from the towel 
in which they have been rolled, 
shaken out, and pressed while still 
damp. If for any reason you want 
to dry a garment completely before 
pressing, hang-it over a rod—never 
fasten it to a line with clothes 
pins. 

Knitted silk garments, and the 
new crinkly crepes, should have 
their measurements taken. before 
they are to be washed. Remove 
excess water by rolling in a bath 
towel. Then spread them out on 
another bath towel to dry, stretch- 
ing and easing them into shape 
according to their correct measure- 
ments. When they are almost dry 
press on the wrong side with a 
warm iron. I

SUBSIDIES UNDER INQUIRY 


Senate Committee to Open Investi- 
gation of Contracts 
Tomorrow. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Sweep- 
ing investigation of Government 
subsidies to steamships and avia- 
tion companies for carrying mail 
will be started by a special Senate 
committee, with publi¢ hearings be- 
ginning Tuesday. Henry Herber- 
man, president of the Export 
Steamship Co., will be the first wit- 
ness, Senator Black (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, announced. Also to be heard 
are Vice-President H. E. Frick and 
Treasurer E. B. Nevin of that 
company. 

First to be heard by the commit- 
tee, which plans to listen to about 
100 persons, will be witnesses on 
subsidies granted for carrying mail 
by steamships. The-air mail con- 
tracts then will be investigated, 
with prominent figures in the avia- 
tion world called to testify. 

“I believe millions of dollars can 
be saved the Government by estab- 
lishing a system that will be fair 
to taxpayers and to industry,” 
Black said. “The Government now 
is spending about $20,000,000 a year 
on ship subsidy and around $18,- 
000,000 under its air mail contracts.”
